The Harper government is casting a 
wider net over lobbying activities on Par¬ 
liament Hill that will now cover 
backbenchers and political staff. 

Regulations restricting former cabinet 
ministers and their staffs from pitching 
the government for corporate and 
personal interests will now apply to all 
MPs and senators, as well as staff in the 
Opposition leader’s office, Treasuiy 
Board president Stockwell Day said 
Thursday. 

A Commons committee probed the 
business dealings of former Conservative 
caucus chair Rahim Jaffer, who the oppo¬ 
sition claimed got favourable treatment 
from two cabinet ministers when he 
made inquiries about access to a green 
fund. Jaffer is not registered as a lobbyist 
and denied any wrongdoing or receiving 
any federal cash. The new rules would 
continue to require that registered lobby¬ 
ists report their activities to the Office of 
the Commissioner of Lobbying, but they 
do not put the onus on MPs to report

The Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival lineup has almost too many amazing 
musicians to mention, but I'll give it a shot. 


I t starts Friday at 6 p.m. with the first 
of the session shows on the side 
stages. Choose from individual 
artists like The Waifs (6 p.m. on 
Stage 1), or check out a jam session 
featuring Ray Bonneville, Debashish 
Bhattacharya, Calum Graham and Tony 
McManus (7:30 p.m. on Stage 3). 

It all leads up to three amazing perform¬ 
ances on the main stage starting at 9 p.m. 
The Levon Helm Band opens, followed by 
Calexico at 10:30 p.m.

The music ends at 12:30 a.m., leaving 
less than 12 hours of rest before heading 
back to the hill for the Saturday sessions 
starting at 11 a.m. 

All seven of the side stages will be alive 
with the sound of music until 2 p.m., when 
they'll shut down and the crowds will 
make their way back to the main stage for 
a performance by Alejandro Escovedo & 
the Sensitive Boys. 

As soon as Alejandro and his boys are 
finished, the sessions start up again until 6 
p.m. 

Saturday evening’s main stage schedule 
will keep folkies grooving for six-and-a-half 
hours. 

Dailey & Vincent kick it off at 6 p.m., fol¬ 
lowed by Vieux Farka Toure, Sarah 


Harmer, Brandi Carlile and finally, Colin 
Hay closes it down for the night starting at 
11:15 p.m. 

Skip church on Sunday, because ses¬ 
sions start up once again at 11 a.m. and the 
schedule is much the same as Saturday’s. 

At 2 p.m. Te Vaka will take the main 
stage before it’s back to the side stages. 

The finale starts at 6 p.m. with Ater- 
ciopelados. Four Men & a Dog are next fol¬ 
lowed by folk legend Bob Dylan’s son 
Jakob Dylan & the Three Legs. 

And finally, before a group rendition of 
“Four Strong Winds” closes the curtain on 
another fantastic festival, legendary 
singer/songwriter John Prine will dig deep 
into his musical arsenal, and is sure to 
wow the crowd once again. 

Oh, and did 1 mention the beer garden? 
That opened Thursday, and if I’m not on 
the hill, that’s where you’ll find me.

Hearing set for Ledbetter 


O Former CFLer was backup QB for Esks, Hamilton, Winnipeg © Canada 
planning to deport him to the United States as a fugitive from justice 


A bail hearing has been set 
for next Wednesday for ex- 
CFL quarterback Cody Led¬ 
better. The former 
Edmonton Eskimo ap¬ 
peared in court Thursday 
and was remanded in cus¬ 
tody until the hearing. 

He is in jail on charges 


of assault causing bodily 
harm and uttering a threat 
after a July 31 altercation 
with his girlfriend. 

His lawyer, Mark Ertel, 
said Ledbetter’s problems 
go beyond the assault is¬ 
sue. because the federal 
government wants to de¬ 


port him to the United 
States, where he faces 
charges over a 2005 case 
involving sex with a high 
school student. 

“The result of that bail 
hearing will determine 
whether he’s out of cus¬ 
tody on those charges, but

Starting Monday, more 
than 400 youngsters from 
St. Catherine Elemen¬ 
tary/Junior High will be 
trading in summer time 
fun for schoolbooks and 
pencils. 

A three-year pilot project 
called Year Round School¬ 
ing will be implemented 
for the first time this year, 
where students will start in 
August instead of Septem¬ 
ber. 

“It’s called a single-track 
calendar,” said Lori Nagy, 
Edmonton Catholic Schools 
spokesperson. 

“It means that summer 
holidays is shortened to five 
weeks and the other three 
weeks will be divided into a 
two-weelc break in October 
and one extra week during 
spring break.” 

Students will still have 
the same number of learn¬ 
ing days as every other

school in the district and 
the other holidays includ¬ 
ing Christmas break will re¬ 
main the same. 

“It gives students conti¬ 
nuity and learning,” said 
Nagy. “Educators feel that 
there is some concern with 
the summer learning gap.” 

In a fall 2009 survey, 
over 74 per cent of parents, 
and the majority of staff 
from St. Catherine was sup¬ 
portive. Ten other schools 
were also considered for 
the survey, but St. Cather¬ 
ine will be the only school 


on board this year. 

“Some parents didn’t 
feel like (the project) would 
either be helpful to their 
children or it was too diffi¬ 
cult because of the timing,” 
Nagy said. 

Nonetheless, the admin¬ 
istration in the district felt 
the idea was worthwhile 
for review, so they did some 
research and took their 
findings to the board of 
trustees who approved it 
for St. Catherine in Decem¬ 
ber 2009. 

It’s still too early to tell 
what the response from the 
students will be, but they 
knew about the project and 
seemed to be looking for¬ 
ward to it. After the three 
years is up, the project will 
be evaluated and reviewed 
for changes. “Whether we 
expand to other schools 
will depend on how this 
project works,” said Nagy.

O PM says economy will be the focus in months ahead 


Stephen Harper is talking 
up the economy and play¬ 
ing down an election. New 
polls suggest the recent To¬ 
ry lead in the polls has 
evaporated and the gov¬ 
ernment has fallen below 
30 per cent popularity. 

The prime minister told 
a summer caucus of Con¬ 
servative MPs and senators 
Thursday that the econo¬ 
my will be the govern¬ 
ment’s top priority in the 
months ahead.

LIES, DAMN LIES AND 
CORPORATE WELFARE 



Each passing day reminds me just 
how much the government takes 
us for idiots — by playing with 
words. 


hundreds of companies — the equivalent 
of 360,000 years of hard labour at $50,000 
per year. 

Many of these companies are multina¬ 
tionals that pay their CEOs millions of dol¬ 
lars. They’re usually well connected 
politically, or located in counties where 
the government wants to buy votes. 

Bah! Who cares, you say. These are 
loans. The money will come back eventu¬ 
ally, right? Wrong. 

In 28 years, Canadian companies have 
paid back only $1.9 billion of the $18 
billion loaned out — that’s just 10 per cent 
of the total. 

Keep in mind that these loans are often 
granted without interest. Collectively, we 
therefore sacrifice millions of dollars we 
could earn by investing that money 
elsewhere. 

Even worse: Since our government is 
drowning in debt, it must 
borrow from the markets — at interest — 
to find the money. The total bill for 
taxpayers therefore ends up much higher 
than the $ 18-billion “loan.” 

Meanwhile, each day brings another 
misleading press release. On March 31, 
2009, Industry Canada announced a 
“repayable investment” of $250 million to 
CAE, a provider of flight 
simulators. 

But when you dig a 
little, you discover that 
this gift is repayable ... 
“conditionally.” If CAE 
sells enough simulators, 
the company will reim¬ 
burse us. Otherwise, 
you can kiss that money 
goodbye. 

Heads they win, tails 
you lose. 

We can argue about the effectiveness of 
corporate subsidies. (They are a waste of 
money, but that’s for another column.) 

But if politicians prefer giving our tax dol¬ 
lars to big business instead of improving 
health care or lowering taxes, they should 
bite the bullet and do so 
openly and honestly.

A study by the Frontier Centre reveals 
that even the money (your money) they 
give to multinationals in loans that are “re¬ 
payable” ... still doesn’t get paid back! 

Since 1982, Industry Canada has loaned 
more than 18 billion of your tax dollars to

Manulife books huge Q2 loss 


Insurance giant Manulife Fi¬ 
nancial Corp. booked a 
$2.4-billion loss in the sec¬ 
ond quarter as it took a big 
hit from the impact of low¬ 
er equity markets and low¬ 
er interest rates.

company said it took non¬ 
cash charges for a decline 
in stock markets, adding up 
to $1.7 billion and similar 
charges related for lower in¬ 
terest rates — particularly 
among the corporate and 
treasuiy bonds in which

billion during the period. 
The loss, which amounted 
to $1.36 per share, contrast¬ 
ed sharply with year-earlier 
earnings of $1.8 billion, or

There was a time when people would 
consistently pay money to see actors 
Feather Step and Dosey-doe on screen. 



F or most of the 

twentieth centu¬ 
ry dance movies 
were a 

Hollywood sta¬ 
ple, making 

stars out of hoofers Fred 
Astaire and Ginger Rogers 
and seeing half the Best 
Picture Oscars from the 
years 1958 to 1968 going 
to movies with smooth 
dance moves. 

Some dance movies 
from the classic age are 
memorable — Singin’ in 
the Rain has a rare 100 per 
cent positive rating on Rot- 
tenTomatoes. Others not 
so much. Remember 
Yolanda and the Thief? Me 
neither. But generally au¬ 
diences were enthralled by 
Astaire’s graceful moves or 
Kelly’s athletic style. Pro¬ 
ducers of this weekend’s 
Step Up 3D are hoping for 
a throw back to those 
heady days and that audi¬ 
ences will be lured to the 
theatre by their film’s mix 
of dance and eye popping 
3-D. 


Dance on film died out 
during the late 1960s as 
movies with social 
messages and hard-hitting 
dramas took centre stage 
but one actor single hand- 
edly brought back hip 
swiveling to the big 
screen. John Tavolta’s per¬ 
formances in Saturday 
Night Fever and Grease 
opened the flood gates for 
dozens of high stepping 
films in the 1970s. Here’s a 
list of the good, the bad 


and the ugly of ’70s and 
’80s dance. 

The Good 

Loosely based on the life 
of screenwriter Dean Pitch- 
ford Footloose is the story 
of a spunky Chicago teen 
(Kevin Bacon) who moves 
to a small town where 
dancing and rock music 
have been outlawed. John 
Travolta, Tom Cruise and 
Rob Lowe were all offered 
the lead role, but Bacon siz¬ 


zles as Ren McCormack, 
the rebellious boy who 
teaches the town to kick up 
their heels to the tune of 
Let’s Hear it For the Boy. 
(Honourable Mention: Pee- 
Wee’s Big Adventure. Not a 
dance movie but Pee-wee’s 
(Paul Ruebens) Peewee 
Dance to the song Tequila 
is a classic.) 

The Bad 

Breakin’ 2: Electric 
Boogaloo isn’t remembered 
as a great movie (it isn’t) or 
for Ice-T’s performance, no, 
it is best remembered as 
the facetious name given to 
any unnecessary sequel. 

For example, Tron 2: Elec¬ 
tric Boogaloo or perhaps 
Titanic 2: Electric 
Boogaloo. 

The Ugly 

Newsweek called 1980’s 
spirited but ridiculous 
attempt to cash in on the 
disco craze Can’t Stop the 
Music, “the first all-singing, 
all-dancing horror film; the 
Dawn of the Dead of the 
disco era.”

Veteran Hong Kong 
director heeds call 
of mainland China 


O Cantonese action filmmaker Johnnie To looking 
to tap potential of youth market with new romance 


With Hong Kong directors 
and actors flocking to 
make kung fii and histori¬ 
cal epics proliferating in 
mainland China, Johnnie 
To’s edgy Cantonese action 
thrillers have long been re¬ 
garded as the last bastion 
of local cinema. 

But even he must tap 
the vast potential of the 
mainland movie market to 
survive, the veteran film¬ 
maker acknowledged 
Thursday. 

To told mainland re¬ 
porters on a Hong Kong set 
of the new romance he is 
directing, Don’t Go Break¬ 
ing My Heart, that it is an 
attempt to pioneer a new 
genre in China. 


“We want to make a 
love story that young peo¬ 
ple will watch,” To said in a 
rare interview in the na¬ 
tional dialect Mandarin — 
instead of the southern 
Cantonese dialect he is 
more comfortable with. 

“This might be a new 
route. Not every movie has 
to be a period kung fii pro¬ 
duction. There are too 
many of these films recent¬ 
ly. I think it’s time for a 
change. Not all movies 
have to be big produc¬ 
tions," said To. 

Asked why he cast Chi¬ 
na’s Gao Yuanyuan — and 
not a Hong Kong actress — 
alongside Hong Kong in¬ 
dustry heartthrobs Daniel 


Wu and Louis Koo, To re 
sponded with a laugh, “You 
should know why. And you 
still ask me? 

“You can’t talk about a 
distinction between Hong 
Kong and the mainland 
these days. Given the way 
things are evolving now — 
we are all part of China,” 
he said. 

While Hong Kong was 
once the centre of the Chi- 
nese-language industry — 
producing stars like Jackie 
Chan, Jet Li and Chow Yun- 
fat — the balance of power 
has shifted to the main¬ 
land in recent years as its 
rapid growth unleashed 
new capital and fresh audi¬ 
ences.

► Wyclef Jean helped found 
Yele Haiti five years ago to 
raise money and build 
awareness of the myriad 
problems in his 
impoverished homeland. It 
raised $9 million in the 
wake of the Jan. 12 earth¬ 
quake that killed a govern¬ 
ment-estimated 300,000 
people. Of that, it has spent 
$ 1.5 million on food, water, 
tents, clothes and other 
products for quake 
survivors, Tanenbaum said. 

► But Yele came under criti¬ 
cism when post-quake 
scrutiny revealed alleged 
improprieties including 
that it had paid Jean to per¬ 
form at fundraising events 
and bought advertising air 
time from a television sta¬ 
tion he co-owns. 

► Jean tearfully defended the 
organization in a news con¬ 
ference weeks after the 
quake. Yele also hired a 
new accounting firm after 
the allegations surfaced. 

► On Wednesday, The Smok¬ 
ing Gun website posted 
documents online indicat¬ 
ing Jean personally owes 
$ 2.1 million in back taxes 
to the U.S. government. 

► His spokeswoman declined 
to comment. Jean was en 
route to Haiti and could not 
immediately be reached. 


Wyclef Jean has stepped 
down as leader of the em¬ 
battled aid group he found¬ 
ed as he prepares to 
formally declare his candi¬ 
dacy for the Haitian presi¬ 
dency. 

The singer released a 
statement that he was re¬ 
signing the chairmanship 
of Yele Haiti effective im¬ 
mediately Thursday. 

The Brooklyn, N.Y.-raised 
singer was making his way 
to his native Haiti and was 
expected to officially file 
his election papers Thurs¬ 
day afternoon at the provi¬ 
sional electoral council in 
the Haitian capital, Port-au- 
Prince. 

“I am not stepping down 
in my commitment to 
Haiti. On the contrary, re¬ 
gardless of what path I take 
next, one thing is certain: 
My focus on helping Haiti 
turn a new corner will only 
grow stronger,” Jean said in 
the statement. 

Businessman Derek Q. 
Johnson will take up the 
helm of the organization. 

The organization — 
named for one of the for¬ 
mer Fugee member’s songs 
— often worked in partner¬ 
ship with the United Na¬ 
tions and other agencies to 
implement its programs, 
lending its name and Jean’s 
cachet to help raise funds. 

In Port-au-Prince, his

supporters loaded group 
taxis and followed drum- 
and-hom “ra ra” bands to 
the provisional electoral 
council office where Jean 
was expected to register 
Thursday afternoon. Young 
men jostled for free T-shirts 
bearing the name “Fas a 
Fas” — the Creole title of 
Jean’s nascent youth move¬ 
ment. 

“Wyclef for president! 
Give me a T-shirt!” a beard¬ 
ed 20-something shouted. 

Numerous candidates 
are expected to seek the 
presidency in Haiti’s Nov. 
28 election, from those rep¬ 
resenting small factions, 
towns and pockets of the di¬ 
aspora to former heads of 
government. They have un¬ 
til Saturday to register. 

Among the most formi¬ 
dable contestants will be 
ousted ex-Prime Minister 
Jacques-Edouard Alexis, 
who secured the backing of 
President Rene Preval’s 
powerful Unity party this 
week. Preval is barred from 
running by the constitu¬ 
tion. All candidates must be 
approved by an eight-mem¬ 


ber, presidentially ap¬ 
proved electoral council 
that will verify constitution¬ 
al requirements including 
having resided in Haiti for 
five consecutive years lead¬ 
ing up to the election and 
never having held foreign 
citizenship. 

The residency require¬ 
ment could put Jean’s can¬ 
didacy in jeopardy from the 
start. The singer — whose 
age was until recently listed 
as 37 but whose brother 
said this week he is 40 — 
left Haiti as a child and lives 
primarily in the United 
States. 

In a Thursday morning 
interview with the Miami 
radio program Bonjour 
Haiti, which was rebroad¬ 
cast in Port-au-Prince, Jean 
said his status as a presiden¬ 
tially appointed ambassa- 
dor-at-large since 2007 
excused his lack of residen¬ 
cy in Haiti. Speaking in Eng¬ 
lish and sometimes halting 
Creole, the presumptive 
candidate explained his vi¬ 
sion and defended his quali¬ 
fications.

► He took singing lessons in 
the five years since All that 
Remains. Also notable is 
the capable shredding of 
guitarist and co¬ 
songwriter Rich Ward. 

spent a lot of money on us,” 
he recalls, citing a 30- 
minute MTV mockumen- 
tary on the band that aired. 

“Johnny Z said to us one 
day: ‘How does it feel to 
know you’re going to be the 
next Metallica?’ We were 
like, ‘the next Metallica? 
We’re playing cover songs 
and wearing wigs in the 
band.”* 

That hype made it a little 
more difficult years later 
when, in Jericho’s words, 
the band hit 


rock bottom. They had 
struggled to carve an identi¬ 
ty and earn a return on the 
record label’s investment. 

So in 2005, they rein¬ 
vented themselves, drop¬ 
ping the spoof gimmick 
and putting out their first 
album of original material. 
All That Remains. 

“(That album) really sur¬ 
prised a lot of people as to 
how good it was and how 
mature it was. And I think 
Chasing the Grail trumped 
that in spades.” 

Indeed, Fozzy seems to 
have settled into its sound 
on its latest record — heavy 
metal that proudly flaunts 
the influence of ’70s stal¬ 
warts like Black Sabbath. 

“I think this is our tight¬ 
est record, it’s definitely 
our best-received, it’s our 
biggest seller," said Jericho, 
who said Fozzy draws thou¬ 
sands of fans to shows in 
the UK, where they have 
their most ardent followers.

shows in Ontario — their 
first in the province in five 
years.

At times, the golden cham¬ 
pionship belts Chris Jericho 
amassed as a pro wrestler 
felt a little like an albatross 
dragging down his music 
career. 

Because of his success as 
a wrestler, Jericho said, 
metal fans were reluctant 
to take his outfit, Fozzy, se¬ 
riously.

O Ex-bodyguard claims that Stern, 
doctor gave starlet drug injections 


Drug bottles, a duffel bag 
full of cash and Anna Nicole 
Smith’s sobbing boyfriend 
were found in the Florida 
hotel room where the Play¬ 
boy model died of an over¬ 
dose three years ago, a 
police detective testified 
Thursday. 

Detective Katherine 
Frank was the first witness 
to take the stand in the trial 
of Smith’s lawyer-boy¬ 
friend, Howard K. Stem, 
and two doctors who are ac¬ 
cused of conspiring to sup¬ 
ply the model with vast 
amounts of powerful opi¬ 
ates and sedatives. They are 
not accused of causing her 
death. 

All three have pleaded 
not guilty. 

Smith, 39, was found 
dead in the Hollywood, Fla., 
room in February 2007. 
Frank testified that shortly 
after her body was found 
and taken away. Stem fell 
to his knees in the room 
and began crying. 

“He was visibly shaken 
with reddened eyes, tears 
and trembling," Frank said. 

The account was elicited 
by Stem’s lawyer, Steve Sad- 
ow, who has said Stem was 
in love with Smith and all 
his actions were directed at 
trying to help her. 


Bodyguard 


► The bodyguard, Maurice 
Brighthaupt, previously 
said he saw Stern and Ero- 
shevich giving Smith drug 
injections, a claim that 
Stern's lawyer says is false. 
Brighthaupt's cross-exami¬ 
nation is expected to focus 
on changes he made in his 
story since 2007 when he 
was paid $ 150,000 for in¬ 
terviews with various 
cable TV outlets. 

► He has claimed that many 
things he said then were 
lies intended to protect 
Smith's reputation. 

The detective said the 
duffel bag contained more 
than S8.000 in cash. 

Smith’s bodyguard, who 
was one of the last people 
to see her alive, told police 
that he was owed the mon¬ 
ey and demanded they 
hand it over but they re¬ 
fused, Frank testified. 

Superior Court Judge 
Robert Perry has said 
Smith’s cause of death is 
not an issue in the trial of 
Stem, Dr. Sandeep Kapoor 
and Dr. Khristine Eroshe- 
vich.

Warner looks to boost digital sales 


Digital download sales 
growth slowed further for 
Warner Music Group 
Corp. in its fiscal third 
quarter, prompting CEO 
Edgar Bronfman Jr. to say 
Thursday that the compa¬ 
ny was looking “beyond 
the iTunes model" to re¬ 
turn to growth. 

After the company re¬ 
ported a wider loss, Bronf¬ 
man pointed to new 


“access models" based on 
monthly music subscrip¬ 
tion plans, and the entry 
of Google Inc. and others 
into the business to re¬ 
verse a decade of declin¬ 
ing CD sales. 

“Digital growth ... has 
the opportunity to return 
to more robust growth 
rates as we see the intro¬ 
duction more broadly of 
access models and new 


business models beyond 
the iTunes model,” Bronf¬ 
man told analysts. 

Revenue from digital 
sales of recorded music 
grew just 3.7 per cent to 
$169 million. 

That’s a slower pace 
than the 4.5 per cent 
growth posted a year ago 
and 39 per cent growth 
two years earlier.

Two generations after 
Jacques Cousteau intro¬ 
duced television viewers to 
an undersea world, his 
grandson is becoming a go¬ 
to environmentalist for TV 
producers on some of the 
same topics. 

Philippe Cousteau hosts 
a series of documentaries 
with his sister Alexandra 
this month for what the 
Planet Green network calls 
its Blue August. The centre¬ 
piece is a six-part series 
starring Sunday, Oceans 
Blue, where Cousteau and 
other marine explorers tell 
stories about secrets of the 
ocean. 

Cousteau was a frequent 
guest on news programs to 
discuss the Gulf oil spill, 
particularly on CNN.

f you work 
anywhere in the 
music industry, you 
watch the Billboard 
charts like your life 
depends on them. 
That’s because it does. 

Since the 1950s, the 
Billboard charts are how 
the industry has kept 


score. The two most 
important charts are the 
Hot 100 (the top 100 sin¬ 
gles) and the Billboard 
200 (the top 200 albums). 
They gauge week-to-weelc 
popularity of songs and 
CDs. Songs/albums are 
ranked using data from 
retail sales (via 
SoundScan, their point-of- 


purchase data collection 
mechanism) and radio air¬ 
play (via precise monitor¬ 
ing through a service 
called BDS Radio). The 
more a song/album sells 
or gets played on the 
radio, the higher its rank¬ 
ing. The higher a song/al¬ 
bum’s position, the more 
momentum it picks up, 


leading to more sales and 
more airplay — and more 
profits for the label/artist. 

It’s also a horse race for 
the public. If you’ve ever 
listened to Casey Kasem 
(or virtually any other ra¬ 
dio countdown show) or 
just watched how your 
favourite album moved 
around the wall at your 


record store, you’ve seen 
how the charts work. 

Make the charts and 
you’re in the game. If 
your song/album goes up, 
you’re winning. If it goes 
down, you’re losing. Not 
make them at all and 
you’re not a Big-Time 
Player. But change may be 
coming. The Ultimate 
Chart is the product of 
Big Champagne, a compa¬ 
ny that tracks file-trading 
activity on P2P sites. They 
noticed that what was be¬ 
ing illegally traded online 

— i.e. what was popular 

— differed greatly from 
which songs and artists 
appeared on Billboard. 
“Why aren’t we using 
that data in figuring out 
which songs are big and 
which aren’t?” 

Big Champagne then 
started monitoring plays 
on MySpace, YouTube and 
Facebook. They looked at 
songs played on TV and 
those sold as ringtones. 
And when everything was 
compiled, big discrepan¬ 
cies emerged between 
what Billboard reported 
and what Big Champagne 
contended was reality 
with music consumers.

Darrel Timm doesn’t feed 
his cattle in the evening 
any more — their mooing 
kept him awake all night. 

That’s because their 
feed is laced with red 
wine — a litre a day each 
— which has made for 
some very happy cattle. 

B.C. farmers Timm and 
his sister Janice Ravndahl 
are also pretty happy with 
the enthusiastic response 
of chefs and specialty 
stores to their Sezmu 
Meats. 

Riley Bennett, chef at 
Mission Hill Winery’s Ter¬ 
race Restaurant near 
Kelowna, B.C., says their 
$24 short ribs and $27 


striploins are veiy popular 
with patrons, who ex¬ 
claim over the dark red 
colour of the meat and its 
taste. 

“The flavour is out 
there, second to none,” 
says Bennett. “It tastes 
like real beef but more 
rich in the mouthful.” 

He is delighted to have 
the heavily marbled meat 
on his menu because it is 
a local success story which 
delights the diners. 

“They are blown away 


that it is raised only 50 
miles from the wineiy. It’s 
the talk of the town.” 

Bennett, who is angling 
to have Mission Hill’s red 
wines fed to the next crop 
of cattle, says the five- 
month experiment has 
shown him “it is one of 
those things that is going 
to be around a long time.” 

After a number of tri¬ 
als, they felt 90 days of 
wine drinking produced 
the greatest impact on 
meat flavour, says Ravn¬ 


dahl. After that, the cost 
of the wine starts making 
the price of the meat pro¬ 
hibitive. For example, a 
Sezmu Meats rib-eye sells 
for $35 a kilogram. In the 
early days, they made 
their own wine to help de¬ 
fray costs but found it too 
time consuming. 

Now they source the 
wine, a Cabernet blend, 
from a variety of wineries 
near their Kelowna farm. 

Although she has since 
heard of wine-fed beef in 
Australia, Ravndahl 
believes she is the only 
farmer in North America 
to do the same.

Inspired by 
chef Ramsay 

Inspired by chef Gordon 
Ramsay, who fed beer to 
his pigs, farmer Janice 
Ravndahl opted for wine 
being made right at her 
doorstep in the Okanagan 
Valley to enhance the 
meat of her Red Angus 
cattle. 

She and brother Darrel 
Timm were only 
experimenting with a few 
animals when area chefs 
began calling. 

“I thought, people are 
pretty excited and we 
haven’t butchered our 
first cow,” says Ravndahl, 
36. “Maybe we are on to 
something here.” 

The wine flavour is 
most noticeable in the fat¬ 
ty parts of the beef, which 
taste “apple-y.” 

They’ve named their 
operation Sezmu Farms, 
after the Egyptian god of 
wine, and have 100 of 
their 300-head herd on 
the wine diet. To save 
time, the wine is mixed in 
with the animals’ feed.
